for. Ilia usual practice was to sell 
his share of the animal for whisky, 
of which he seemed to be a -e to 
drink any quantity without visible 
effect.

drink a gallon of high-proof spirits 
within 24 hours and still shoot with 
his wonted skill. 


Fink spoke witn the barbarous 


jargon of the early American river 
boatmen, described as "half horse 
and half alligator." The river fas- 
cinated him and he never deserted 
boating for any other calling. He 
loved the music of the boat horn 
and could imitate it so closely that 
when he engaged himself for keel- 
boat service on the Missouri, h« 


aeiat forth along various 
after beaver and other skins. 


Fink and his two friends, wuh 


Bine others, were despatched into 
the 
Crow country and built for 


themselves on the banks of the 
JIusselshell 
river a comfortable 


cabin in which to spend the win- 
ter. There were several bands of 
Crow Indians In the vicinity, the 
women of which tribe have always 
been noted for their good looks.

STRENUOUS DAYS IN ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO RECOUNTED 


It is let-s than forty jcnr> since 
the seeker after a strenuous life 
m!|,ht have found in t'ne f.ir South 
west all the excitement a hearty 
Appetite could era', o. Arizona and 
JNVw Mexico. I.ut particularly Ari- 
zona, with its Apaoiif'.s its border 
rulflans and its new mining camps, 
•were, from 1SS2 to 1SSS. repcatediv 
the scenes of "battle, murder and 
•rudden ue.uh." 


Tombstone, th<-n in the heydey 


of its reput.iiion ns a live mining 
camp, certainly produced as many 
"bad men" as e:th«r I:odie or Kit- 
ter Creek, and, like the Comstock 
of an earlier day, furnished its 
"innn for breakfast" regnlariy. And 
eomotimes. when the "bad 
men" 


escaped even such justice ns Tomb- 
stone meted on!, the Apaches did 
their share toward 
fulfilling the 
Junction of nn a\enging Nemesis. 


In 
1882 two brothers named 


Hunt killed two antagonists in a 
barroom brawl at Tombstone, but 
not before one of the Hunts had 
been wounded. 
"Their case must 


have been a bad one. for, fearir.gr 
arrest, the brothers fled to the 
mountains, where they camped, 
about ton rnilp' north of Willow 
Springs, to await the recovery of 
U»» wounded man. 
They were 


there but a few days when the 
Apaches 
attacked 
them. 
The 


wounded Hunt was killed, but by 
dint of hard riding the other 
brother escaped. 
In 1SS3. Aibert« and Reese, pros- 


pectors, were shot and killed by 
Indians while driving through Tur- 
key Bottoms. 
The reds took a 


horse which the men had been 
driving, but killed a mule. 
The 


Apaches cared no more for mules 
than they did for hr.con, which they 
u?ua!ly used for fuel when it came 
into their possession through the 
lootirtj of a pack train or a Mexi- 
can shop. 


In 1SS4 Judge itcComas, his wife 


and their son Charlie, a lad ot 
about 8. were driving from Silver 
City to Lordsburg, when they were 
ambushed by Apaches. The bodies 
of the father and mother were re- 
covered soon afterward, but the 
child's was never found. 
Years 


afterward an Apache squaw told 
the whites that although it had 
been the original Intention to spare 
the lad. the Indian? were so an- 
noyed by his continued weeping 
and his disposition to resist their 
command? that they killed him. 


In 1SS3 the Bedonkohe and Cho- 


konen Apaches, commanded by Co- 


chise (after whom a. county in Ari- 
zona" was named), attacked 
* 
freight train loaded- with supplies 
for Fort Bowie, capturing some and 
killing others ot the men in charge. 
Ooronlmo, while in cai tivlty at 
Fort Sill, Okla,. many years after- 
ward, claimed that the Apaches of- 
fered to exchange their prisoners 
for captive Apaches, taken in a raid 
at Apache Pass a year or so before, 
but that the United States officers 
refused, 
whereupon 
the Indians 


killed their prisoners. 
But the savagery was not con- 


fined to the Apaches. 
In 1882 a. 


company of half a e»ozen Mexicans, 
engaged in smuggling contraband 
goods across the line from their 
own land into Arizona, were mur- 
dered by white desperadoes at 
Skeleton Canyon, ten miies north of 
the Mexican boundary. The object 
was robbery, as It *ras well known 
that the smugglers were wont to 
carry large sums of money. They 
were preparing their 
breakfast 


early in the morning, when the 
white men opened fire from am- 
bush, killing aii !>ut one, who. Al- 
though wounded, managed to es- 
cape. The plunder must have been 
considerable/ as t*ro rears later 
cowboys found a leather bus con- 


taining $70, it''x;citi :non«-y, which 
had been left behind, probably as 
negi^ible in comparison with the 
main booty. 
The murderers, al- 


though wo!; i;no«-n us «ntch in the 
community in which they resided, 
•were r.e\tr molested. 


In 1884 an American cattleman 
and four cowboys from his ranch, 
while driving cattie to market at 
Tombstone from another part of 
Arizona, were oblieod to make part 
of the journey through Mexico. 
One morning at daylicht, while 
camped in a canyon, just south of 
the border, they had just been 
,-iroui-ert !>y the cowl-.iy who 
had 


done iier<i duty tl)6 »ast half of the 
night, w! en 
Mexicans fired 
on 


them from ambush. 
Ot the five 
Americans but. on« r-caped with his 
life n;:d h** was wounded, l-'rom * 
hiding place he v,-v the Mexicans 
rob the hndit-s or the dead and 
Ip.'Kl away thoir caddie horses. 
When on the sr-cond day after thl» 
raid some of the entile turned up 
At the home ranch, fhe cowboys 
there scented foul play and went 
In search of thoir comrades. They 
found th" vronnrtr-d man lylns de- 
lirious nrsr the bodies of his com- 
panions.

inein when they are out of sight 
that most of us seldom bring thorn 
to light again. The only sure way 
is to frame a. picture while the 
impulse to do so is strong. 


l?a-ving pictures framed is ex- 


pensive. 
If you will make your 


own frames the cost will be re- 
duced to a little more than the 
price of the glass. . 
wooden frame you can make. The 
corners are not mitered, but are 
butted together. 
Strips 
of 
the 


width and thickness of laths and 
lattice-strips are of the right size. 


Figure 1 shows 
the 
simplest 


Laths make artistic 
frames 
left 


in the rough 
and 
stained

shingle-stain. Lattice-strip frames 
can be 
stained 
and 
waxed, or 


enamelled. 


Figure 2 shows how end pieces 


B fit between

inch from the inner edge of strips 
B, and fit strips D beuvee-n thorn 
the same distance from the inner 
edse of strips A, to form an offset 
for the glass, picture and backing. 
Fasten .the strips with 
glue and 
brads. 


Corrugated card board 
can 
be 


Used for the frame backing. Drive 
screw-eyes into strips C to attach 
picture wire to. 


The best way 
to frame 
small 


pictures and mottoes is by pas--^- 
pnrtoming (Fig. 3). 
Old camera 


plates can be used, and you cnn get 
various sixes from a photographer. 
Small rolls 
of 
jrtirmncd 
passe- 


partout paper can be obtained at 
Stationery stores. 


The glass, picture, 
and 
card- 


board backing should be of etiunl 
size. 
Cut 
four 
strips 
of 
ihe 


gummed paper with ends nul;-re<l 
HO they will just mec-t at the cor- 
ners. Moisten and stick the strip to 
the face of the glass so there will 
be a. % inch margin on each edge 
{Fjg-. 4), then fold the strips ovor 
the edges and stick theni to the 
picture backing (Fig. 5). 


Figure 6 shows 
a 
suspension 


ring: with gummed cloth fastener. 
A pair should be attached to each 
passe-partout picture.- 


Figure 8 shows a small 
frame 


made of heavy cardboard with a 
panel cut out fOi the picture. The 
dotted line in Fig. S indicates how 
the cardboard can be cut away on 
the back to receive 
the 
picture 


(Fiff. 10). 
Figure 11 shows the 


cardboard backing. 


For hanging pictures, use a pair 


of hooks and wires for each. Large 
pictures should be hung from the 
picture-molding. 
Small ones may 


be hung upon either of the lorma 
of hangers shown in Fig. 7. 


The hanging of pictures is im- 


portant. That is why I have pre- 
sented a sketch suggesting an ar- 
rangement. 
Pictures should' bal- 


a'nce, but there should be no tit- 
tat-toe or other geometrical for- 
mation. Center a large 
picture 


over a tabla 
or 
other 
piece of 


furniture, then arrange small pic- 
tures each 
side of it.

The fact 
that the employment of one-third 
of the foices for law and order In 
the regulation of traffic has not 
been wasted is thoroughly proved 
bv experience of motorists in this 
day. when traffic policemen are 
jfiven leave of absence and traffic 
is allowed to regulate itself.

stead of speeding up, it slowed 
down at every congested corner, 
•with an appreciable increase in col- 
lisions and accidents.

BERKELEY, Feb. 2.—Berkeley's 


needs for. the future were today set 
forth by Managing: Director Charles 
Keeler of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in his annual report. His 
summary says: 


"The outstanding needs of Berke- 


ley today are an abundant water 
supply, lire protection, better paved 
and lighted streets, an official com- 
prehensive 
city 
plan 
including 


parks, 
boulevards, railroad and 


street car planning, and a raising of 
architectural 
standards. 
While 
many architects of superior taste 
and ability are planning homes and 
building here, there are still many 
structures being erected that do not 
express the spirit or quality of 
Berkeley at its best. And Berkeley 
is woefully lacking in "parks and 
boulevards, which are after all, the 
real test of a progressive city, be- 
cause they involve the expenditure 
of liberal sums voted by the peo- 
ple. What Berkeley most needs to- 
day is a centralized and organized 
public pride in its city. If our peo- 
ple would take the same pride in 
their city that they now show in 
their own homes and gardens and 
would realize that those elements 
of civic live which they own in 
common, 
such as parks, 
play- 


grounds and boulevards, are as 
much a part of their responsibility 
as their homes, Berkeley could be- 
come one of America's • rust beau- 
tiful cities." 


After reviewing activities of the 


past year and citing accomplish- 
ments, Keeler pays the following 
tribute to the administration of 
City Manager John N. Edy: 


"Important progress has been 
made under our efficient city man- 
ager administration, and all the 
elements of the city seem to be 
getting together in a determina- 
tion to work out civic prblems in 
a business way. 
The Chamber of 


Commerce always holds itself free 
and independent t initiate or to 
criticise 
concerning 
any .public 


issue, 
but has always ahn'ed to 


make its suggestions or criticisms 
constructive and whenever possible 
to co-operate tward the cminon end 
of public service and beterment." 


Keeler in his reprt calls atten- 


tion t othe fact that the per capita 
support of the Chamber of Com- 
merce is but -3 cents, as compared 
tt f 1 or S2 in other cities. 
A total 


of 521.500 was allowed by the bud- 
get committee for last year's ex- 
penses. 
Concerning the need for 


more support Keller says: 


"L'ntU our commuter residents 


appreciate the importance of the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
as 
an 
agency in the upbuilding of a su- 
perior city, and our larger commer- 
cial and industrial concerns rt-alize 
the necessity of a larser measure 
of support, the Berkeely organiza- 
tion will be seriously handicapped 
in carrying on its activities."

PAK1S, Feb. 2.—Events In th* 


past week in the chamber of depu- 
ti'-s have confirmed in the opinion 
of many that the Poincare govern- 
ment acted too hastily and in to* 
haphazard a manner in pressing 
i;.= program of new fiscal legisla- 
tion in the morrow of the panic of 
January 14. For, after 12 days o£ 
debate, the 
government's main 


proposals have not yet even com* 
up for discussion. Instead, the de- 
bate has resolved about revision 
of indemnities for war damages in 
ten devastated departments, con- 
cerning which the Socialists hav« 
raised the cry of "scandal." 


This question of war indemni- 


ties is one concerning which Amer- 
icans should have a clear under- 
standing1. Here are the facts: 


In the ten departments under 


discussion, destruction Tra» cow- 
plete. 
Sis 
hundred 
thousand 


homes wera razed, 20,000 factories 
were ruined, 3000 miles of railroad 
and 53.000 miles of highway were 
destroyed, about 5,000,000 acres o' 
agricultural land were rendered 
unfit for the plow. 


SI.VCE THE AKMTSmCE. 


This region before the war fur- 


nished 94 per cent of France's 
woolens, 90 per cent of her ore, 90 
per cent of her linen and thread, SO 
per cent of her steel, 70 per cent 
of her sugar, 60 per cent of her 
cotton goods, 55 per cent of her 
coal, and 43 per cent of her elec- 
tric power. It paid about 20 per 
cent of the total taxes. 


Since the armistice, reconstruc- 


tion has been completed so far na 
roads, railroads, factories and agri- 
culture are concerned. 
On the 


other hand, it is unfinished in re- 
spect to houses, cattle and personal 
property. Indemnities so far have 
cost 
60,000.000.000 
francs, and 


about 20,000,000.000 francs ar* yet 
to be spent. All this has been don« 
under the law of 1919, providing 
for complete restitution for all lois 
at 1914 valuations, plus supple- 
mentary costs, such as increased 
pricey. These claims Have been 
passed upon in each district by 
Cantonal commissions, which have 
examined 
about three 
million 


claims. They had in each case to 
determine the 1914 value, then fix 
the co-efficient representing: the 
difference in money value. Natur- 
ally, as these co-efficients xrera 
based on prevailing prices and fis- 
ures true in 3920 niig-ht be untrue 
later on. depending on whether 
Prices haj risen, fallen or remain-. 
eel stationary in the meantime. 


KUUORS MADE. 


The Socialist party has made 


certain criticisms against some of 
these allowances. Of course. It la 
undeniable that errors have been 
committed and it is possible that 
there have been some abuses, but 
it should be noted that the Social- 
ists' criticisms apply to less than 
500 claims out of a total of more 
than 3,000.000. 


H is true that the Socialist at- 


tack is ag.iin.-t 500 o' the biggest 
claims, which they say total about 
10,000.000,000 francs. But even so, 
that means that frauds are sus- 
pected of applying to only 12 per 
cent ot the total damages. And, 
as they charjre that the fraud* 
amount to 
3.000,000,000 
francs,- 


that is only .1 little over 3 per cent 
of the total of S2.000,000.000. That 
i.s what they call "the scandal of 
the devastated regions.

NEW YORK. Feb. 2.—The state- 


ment of Dr. Dearden, a British 
phj-sician. that golf was the worst 
of all games for tired nerves, has 
drawn the fire of many American 
physicians and golf enthusiasts, but 


i every now and then one as coii- 
' vlnced that the good doctor has 
something on his side. 
For in- 


statnce, when one sees a display of 
temper by some devotee ~of 
the 


links, or notices the terribfe de- 
pression that seems to fall upon 
some golfers when they find them- 
selves off their game. 


But these exceptions must not be 


taken as proving the doctor's gen- 
eral statement. 
Golf is a fickle 


mistress at best, and just when the 
player thinks he has won her favor 
she is likely to turn her back on 
him. If he happens to be a man 
who has magnified the game out 
of all proportion to the balance of 
his life, it may be true in that case 
that the doctor was rigrh. But It is 
only a small portion of the golfing 
wor'"i against i\hom this criticism 
of one-sidedness can stand. 
And 


probably the same trait would be- 
tray itself in any other form of 
competitive sport. 


IMPROVED HEAI/TH. 


A noted financial writer once at- 


tacked polf on the ground that it 
improved the health of middle aged 
and older business men to such an 
extent that they were unwilling to 
let go the reins of power to the 
younger and more ambitious youths 
coming- on. 
This, he contended, 


had th£ effect of hampering pro- 
giess, as in middle life man de- 
velops the extreme of caution, and 
is not -willing to take the risks 
necessary for broad advancement. 


But the X'ery basis of this argu- 


ment was the benefit to the general 
health of these middle-aged golfers 
There is no question but that golf, 
like any other sport, can be over- 
done, but the fault lies m the over- 
doing, and not »n the sport itself. 


Perhaps there are some who 


would contend thnt in later life the 
confirmed golfer actually becomes 
mentallv unbalanced. 
Some so- 


called "golf widotta" believe that 
this senile decay may take place 
even in early middle life. 
At any 


rate, it is probably true that in 
many cases golf assumes a position 
of such Importance as to vitiate the 
normal sense of proportion. 
But 


whether these evidences of bias go 
farther, and tinge even the play- 
er's view ot his game, is somewhat 
a matter for argument- 


The desire for freak clubs may be 


a. result. The golfing world was a 
good deal shocked by the report 
that Gillies, an English player, had 
upset all traditions by playing the 
ball off a tee nearly a foot high 
and with a club that is more like 
a bat than the traditional diiver. 
.Many \\ere inclined to trunk of 
Gillies as merely & freak, not Know- 
ing* much of his patt history. 
But 


this same Gilhes WAS the hero of 
one of the most excitinc matches 
of a championship a dozen or more 
years aero.
